GQ atr-su questions about amateurism are now be- 
 devilling the brains of the one hundred and fifty- 
seven governors of the Amateur Athletic Union. A 
questionnaire—last and best resort of the baffled- 
has been sent out by Avery Brundage, president of 
the A. A. U., as the result of recent alarums. 

Ray Barbuti charges in the current Sportsman 
that star athletes are being paid anywhere up to five 
hundred dollars to enter track meets. Charlie Pad- 
dock is urging that the existence of salaried athletes 
be frankly recognized and that open events be held 
at which amateurs may compete with professionals. 

Certainly it is high time for something of the sort. 
For forty vears the A. A. U. has stood pat on the 
notions of amateurism which we inherited, with other 
genteel traditions, from ancient aristocracy and have

amateurs and pros into two separate castes and to 
decree that never the twain shall meet.

As Theodore Roosevelt said, “When money comes in 
at the gate, sport flies out at the window.” Paying 
spectators quite properly insist that they want to 
see the best talent perform. The star, deterred by a 
snobbish social pressure from becoming an out and 
out professional, enters just the same and either gets 
his money slipped to him under the bleachers or finds 
more devious ways of making the game pay. 

Fifty years hence we may have come to the sen- 
sible decision that at any game for which admission 
is charged we shall make no distinction between pro- 
fessional and amateur. Just now the obvious step is 
to establish open competition between them in tennis 
and track, as we already have in golf, baseball, 
hockey and other flourishing sports.

the Aces and Kings and I will 
play as well as anybody.” Usu- 


ally a trick per hand is about 
what can be counted upon as the 
probable loss in play from that 
calibre of player. Some time ago 
I played a deal where my hand 
and dummy held the four Aces, 
none of which took a trick. The 
hand was cleverly written up by 
R. F. Foster and published here 
and abroad. Many queries come 
to me in regard to this hand and 
one anxious lady wishes to know 
whether I played the deal at No 
Trumps or at a declared trump. 
Will some kind reader please tell 
me how such a feat would be pos- 
sible at a declared trump? 

Of course, a story goes with 
this curious game. 

I was introduced incognito to a 
visiting lady who “only cared to 
play with good players.” The 
good player being unavailable, I 
was asked as a substitute. Visibly 
annoyed, the lady consented to 
play a few rubbers and cut me as 
her partner. Early in the game 
West dealt this hand:

The dealer passed, North bid 
two Clubs, East passed and sit- 
ting in the South position I called 
two No Trumps. My partner, a 
bit sharply, bid three Clubs, but 
I timidily ventured three No 
Trumps. After some hesitation. 
the lady gave up, though some 


what reluctantly. The two of 
Spades was opened and the nine 
was won by the Jack. The King 
of Clubs was led, as the suit was 
solid unless West held three. East 
could hardly have held three, be 
cause, in that event, West would 
have been void and the opening 
lead of the two of Spades showed 
exactly a four-card suit. Not 
holding a five-card suit, West 
must have at least one Club. If 
this deal had been “‘set-up’’, in 
stead of “just happening’, the 
three Clubs would have been 
found with West, so that this neat 
bit of reasoning would not be 
wasted on the desert air. How- 
ever, the Clubs falling nicely, the 
fourth Club trick was won in 
the dummy and the Ace of Spades 
discarded. The unethical dummy 
had looked at West’s hand and 
seeing that this horrible discard 
had established the entire Spade 
suit adversely, was very much 
irritated. 

“Partner, what are you doing?” 
she chided. 

I was properly humble, but so 
flustered that on the next Club 
trick I threw away the Ace of 
Hearts. 

Now she was fit to be tied! 

Even the worst home-town 
players were better than this. 

The sixth Club trick only drew 
the four of Diamonds, but quite 
forgetting to gather in the two 
Aces in dummy, the Heart was 
led and overtaken with the King 
and in the third Heart trick, the 
Ace of Diamonds went the way 
of all flesh. 

It should be noted that at this 
point the Ace of Diamonds dis- 
card was absolutely necessary. 
The Ace of Clubs went into the 
next Diamond trick, but my part- 
ner had arisen in utter disgust.
